JUNIOR COLLEGE 

Education in .America was characterized first l-y lite 
cftablislimcnt of iiiiiversilief. These inftitiitioiif in tlicir 
c.iily dcvf loimuTit provi<lc chiefly prepaiatory of fccoiid.uy 
education and wcic tupplcmciUcd by the common scliools. 
l-;duc.ition 1ms dexclopcd from this simple system to the 
complex school organization of today, cmbracinjr the uni- 
versities, colleges, high schools, junior"^ high schools, ele, 
menfty schools, and kinderg.srtcns. 

It has only been in recent years th.it the junior high has 
come into existence. .As a sclwol unit ^^ilh its specific 
work to perform, it is taking a leading place in our school 
system. 

At the present time progressive educational thought is 
p3\nng much attention to the consideration of .i like sub- 
division of the higher institutions, namely junior colleges. 
Half ot the jtudor.ts who enter college are unable to con- 
tinue the four ycais of work but drop out at the end of the 
second year. Most of their work has been of a preparatory 
nature and their education is not rounded out as it should 
be. These students, as a consequence, feel discouraged at 
not being able to reach graduation. Tlie junior college 
alters this condition so that students unable to complete 
four years of college^ work arc able to graduate at the end 
of ti\xi >-ears. This makes our edjicational system decidedly 
more economical and effective.— Utah "Student Life"
